The Jerusalem chamber was built 


by Abbot Litlington in 1386 and was 
so named from the colored glnts 
brought from Jerusalem which dec- 
orates it. The room is rectangular in 
shape, •wainscoted with cedar t-ad 
other woods, all of which were 
brought from the Holy Land.

men to nse sawdust as bedding for 
horses where that is abundant and straw 
is hard to get. But if yon raise grain 
we should advise yon. to save what is 
needed for bedding, no matter though 
• the sawdust be offered free. Sawdus: 
with manure makes it very hard to rot, 
much more so than is straw, thongb 
both, being carbon, have scarcely any 
mauuria! value. Market gardeners ob- 
ject to having sawdust in manure piles-, 
though they always compost their ma- 
nure before using. It is better to use 
either bedding as economically as possi- 
ble, and without doubt long straw bed 
ding can be used with less waste tban 
can sawdust, partly because it ia less 
absorptive. The excremen t, either liquid 
cr solid, passes through the straw with- 
out doing more than discolor it. So by 
shaking out and drying tbe straw can 
be used repeatedly nntil it has rotted 
and broken up. The liquid manure is 
best £!>ved, not by absorbent 
bat by a layer of three or four incifcrdi 
wood1 loam nnderbeath the hbrsii 'or 
cow.

layer. The'bay, on tbe contrary, forms 
a loose, light covering, is easily removed 
and cannot heat unless a very thick cov- 
ering is used. 


Fancies and Fallaciua.. 


"Plant beans with the eye down/* 


On the envelopes inclosing lima beans 
bought of moat seedsmen in tbe United 
States the purchaser is advised to. plant 
with the eye down to insure successful 
vegetation. An American Agriculturist 
correspondent in ibis connection writes 


Having never followed this advice in 


a successful experience of 40 years, the 
following experiment was made last 
spring in two adjacent hills. In one, 
ten beans were carefully placed with 
the eye down. In the other, ten were 
dropped in the usual way except tbat 
care was taken to have none with Hie 
eye dcnvn. Seven plants came in the 
hill in which tbe beans wero planted 
with tbe eye down, while every beau 
produced a plant in tbe other. "Plant 
potatoes with cat side down." When a 
boy, assisting in niy father's gardfcu, I 
was required, at the cost of much wasted 
energy, to carefully pluce each piece of 
potato with the cut sidp down. When I 
jlauted my first crop, the potatoes wero 
dropped like com, aud to the expressed 
surprise of the old planters a perft'ct 
stand was secured.

In breeding, 
if a very light undercolor bird is nsec 
tbe result will be white in the wings of 
many of the thicks raised from such 
birdsL If a very dark undercolor bird is 
bred from, black is apt to be seen iu tbe 
wings or tail of the chicks. Select a 
medium shade both in surface and un- 
dercolor, with tails and wings as free 
from black or white as possible, and yon 
will raise some good buff chicks. Green 
legs hare long gone by, bnt still some 
breeders who think they know Borne- 
thing about Bantams are still advertis- 
ing standard Buffs, and shipping those 
with green legs—and in some oases 
with five toes. Either one disqualifies. 
The legs must be yellow, aud there 
mnst be bnt four toes. Tbe toes (mid- 
dle included) must be heavily feather- 
ed; tbe comb single, and: the weight 
rnnst ba kept down to standard require- 
ment 
When properly bred, the Buffs 


are very handsome and well deserve 
their popularity.

For years the navy has known 
that it can fire gnnjxwder in moderately 
thick projectiles, and that the •walla of 
these shells need not be thicker than is 
necessary t« penetrate eight' or nine 
inches of the best armor plate. But 
some of tho ordnance experts believe 
that grm cotton itud perhaps other forms 
of high explosives are superior to pow- 
der and propose determining the -whole 
question with the pun just finished. 


Some years ago the naval ordnance 


bureau, under Commander 
Folger, 


made some interesting tests with a bag 
containing SOO pounds of dynamite hung 
within half an inch of a steel plate rep- 
resenting a portion of a vessel's side, 
and tho effect produced could scarcely 
be noticed. Yet it was estimated at the 
time that had this amount of dynamite 
gone dC inside a vessel it would have 
demolished things pretty generally. An- 
other test with the same amount of 
dynamite was made by placing the bag 
on an armor plate and firing the ex 
plosive. The effect this time was to 
cause the pis'* to bend in, but still not 
sufficiently to have done any serious 
harm had it been cm a ship's side, 


Naval officers have no doubt that 


modern rifled guns are just as efficient 
throwers of high explosives as the pnen- 
matic guns at Sandy Hook, which have 
a rasge of not over two miles, but 
the chief danger is in the detonator be- 
ing disturbed in the flight of the pro- 
jectile and cause premature explosion 
Explosives rhut are to follow impact, 
they say, c;ui be find readily, bur it 


to be the impression that what 


the navy wajit.s is a projectile eurryinp 
a high ixplosnc that cuii pierct armor 
before- the charge goes off. For tint 
reason, it is contended, a time fuse pro- 
jectile must be u>cd, iu>ii togetone that 
won't fire up ten promptly is what the 
navy proprM * tiiecoverinp with the new

be fired with safety from navy gnus, it 
is contended that the pneumatic guns 
will be of little value, for the army 
could readily deliver high explosives 
from its coast c!< fr use irons and secme 
far greater raiipi- au<l finer accuracy of 
nre.
